In each

case the ALJ recommends entry of an Order granting

the requested certificate.

Illinois.

COMMISSIONER O'CONNELL-DIAZ: Say that again.
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CHAIRMAN SCOTT: No. I didn't get it right the

first time so I am not going to try it again.

Before us today is a motion by Staff

seeking an extension of time for the Pipeline and

Hazardous Materials Safety Administration to file any

objections it might have to the waiver. ALJ Kimbrel

recommends granting the motion.

for PHMSA's filing is granted.

Moving now to Telecommunications,

ALJ Baker recommends entry of an Amendatory Order

meant to be specific as to the original certificate

actually issued.

ALJ Teague recommends

entry of an Order granting the requested certificates

and associated relief.
